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Social  Conditions.  Heckmondwike  is  an  industrial  town, 

the  inhabitants  of  which  are  principally  engaged  in  the  textile 
trade.  For  many  years  it  has  been  noted  for  the  quality  of  its 
productions,  especially  woollen  yarns,  carpets,  cloth,  etc. 
Engineering,  dyeing,  and  boot  manufacturing  are  also  important 
trades  in  the  town.  Some  coal  miners  live  in  Heckmondwike, 
but  their  work  is  outside. 

Infantile  Death  Rate.  It  is  regrettable  to  have  to  state  that 
of  the  twelve  deaths  of  infants  during  1933  no  less  than  ten 
were  cause  by  congenital  debility,  prematurebirth,  malformations, 
etc.,  which  were  due  to  conditions  operating  before  birth.  The 
infantile  death  rate  is  therefore  the  high  figure  of  116  per  1,000 
of  the  births  registered,  as  against  45  in  1932.  The  great  fall 
in  the  birth  rate  from  133  in  1932  to  103  in  1933  is  also  respons- 
ible for  the  rise  in  this  rate. 

Births.  During  the  year  doctors  notified  34,  midwives  66, 
and  other  persons,  no  births.  The  birth  rate  for  Heckmondwike 
for  1933  is  11*5  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

General  Death  Rate.  This  figure  works  out  at  13-9  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  A comparison  may  be  made  with  the 
rates  given  in  the  preceding  table  for  Heckmondwike  and  other 
areas.  A list  of  the  causes  of  death  is  also  given.

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The  attendances  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  are  indivi- 
dually greater  than  shown  above,  but  no  record  is  kept  of  mothers 
who  attend  without  bringing  their  infants. 

It  would  be  an  advantage  if  the  Welfare  Centre  could  be  at 
the  Council’s  Public  Health  Department.  Eeference  has  been 
previously  made  to  this  subject  and  consideration  is  again  recom- 
mended. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes.  The  Heckmondwikc 
Maternity  Home  is  supported  by  voluntary  contributions,  fees 
paid  by  patients,  and  Government  grant.  It  is  run  by  a volun- 
tary body  known  as  the  Heckmondwike  Nursing  Association, 
and  is  independent  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

During  1933  the  Registrar  of  Births  reported  the  registration 
of  the  births  of  73  infants  bom  in  the  Home.  Of  these  children 
the  parents  of  20  resided  in  Heckmondwike,  and  53  did  not 
reside  in  Heckmondwike.  The  figures  since  1922  are:  —

Report  of  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Sir, — The  work  of  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  for  the  year  1933 
is  given  in  detail  in  the  accompanying  table. 

During  a portion  of  the  year  it  was  found  advisable  to 
reduce  the  number  of  sessions  owing  to  the  fall  in  the  number 
of  new  cases.  Of  the  mothers  who  attended,  one  hundred  per 
cent,  were  found  to  be  defective  in  some  respect  or  another 
and  in  need  of  medical  advice.  This  is  a considerable  increase 
upon  the  figures  for  previous  years,  though  it  should  be  observed 
that  the  number  of  cases  classified  as  obstetrically  normal  is  as 
high  as  73  per  cent. 

In  my  Report  for  1932  I remarked  on  the  deplorable  condi- 
tion of  the  teeth  of  a large  number  of  the  mothers  and  stressed 
the  need  for  facilities  for  dental  treatment  at  the  Clinic,  As 
will  be  seen  from  the  table  for  1933,  the  number  of  mothers 
with  dental  defects  shows  no  sign  of  diminution.  I,  therefore, 
feel  justified  in  reiterating  my  request  for  something  to  be  done 
in  this  direction. 

The  success  of  the  Clinic  depends  to  a large  extent  on  the 
co-operation  of  the  medical  practitioners  and  of  the  Maternity 
Home,  and  it  has  been  a source  of  gratification  to  me  to  have 
had  this  co-operation  throughout  the  year. 

I wish  again  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
work  of  Sister  Shorter,  in  whose  efficient  hands  are  the  nursing 
arrangements  of  the  Clinic.

The  arrangements  made  for  the 
visiting  of  children  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five  years  are 
as  previously.  They  are  adequate.  The  Health  Visitor  (Sister 
Shorter)  is  also  School  Nurse,  hence  children  are  under  her 
observation  from  birth  to  school  leaving  age.

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(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage.  No  extensions  have  been  made 
to  the  drainage  and  sewerage  of  the  town. 

The  main  outfall  sewer  was  cleaned  out  during  the  summer 
and  there  have  been  no  cases  of  flooding.  This  work  is  a costly 
item,  but  it  is  very  necessary  because  of  the  large  quantity  of 
detritus  which  settles  in  the  outfall  sewer  between  the  Bottoms 
and  the  Sewage  Purification  Works. 

Sewage  Disposal.  Sanction  has  not  yet  been  given  by  the 
Ministry  to  the  Council’s  application  to  borrow  £11,000  for  exten- 
sions. It  would  greatly  add  to  the  efficiency  of  these  works 
if  the  Ministry  would  sanction  that  part  of  the  scheme  costing 
approximately  £2,200  for  alterations  to  the  tanks.  These  tanks 
have  a capacity  of  1,181,000  gallons;  but  unfortunately  only  half 
this  amount  is  in  use ; and  I am  convinced  that  if  the  full 
capacity  were  available  for  sewage  settlement  the  effluent  could 
be  purified  to  conform  with  the  Rivers  Board  standard  of  puri- 
fication. 

The  works,  however,  continue  to  give  satisfactory  results 
and  an  analysis  of  the  effluent  on  the  12th  October  gives  the 
oxygen  absorbed  in  4 hours  as  1-62  parts  per  100,000. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  from  the  Rivers  Board  with 
reference  to  the  Stormwater  Overflow  coming  into  operation  in 
dry  weather. 

A Sub-Committee  of  the  West  Riding  Rivers  Board  met 
representatives  of  the  Dewsbury  Corporation  and  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Heckmondwike,  Spenborough  and  Mirfield  on  the 
5th  October,  and,  as  a result  of  that  conference,  the  Urban  Dis- 
tricts of  Heckmondwike,  Spenborough  and  Mirfield  have  agreed 
to  the  appointment  of  a Civil  Engineer  to  report  on  the  question 
of  the  amalgamation  of  sewage  works  in  the  Spen  Valley. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams.  The  Spen  Beck  runs  through  Heck- 
mondwike, and  is  polluted  by  dye  waters  and  some  trade 

effluent.  The  authority  for  supervision  is  the  West  Riding 
Rivers  Board.

(ii)  Public  Cleansing.  Mr.  Littlewood  furnishes  the  follow- 
ing information:  — 

“ 3,153  loads  of  domestic  refuse  were  burned  in  the 
destructor,  87  loads  were  tipped  on  the  Dewsbury  Moor  Tip, 
and  130  loads  to  Cawley,  making  a total  of  3,370  loads. 

In  addition,  570  loads  of  trade  refuse  were  also  burned  in 
the  destructor. 

Note. — The  average  weight  of  a load  of  refuse  is  13  J cwts. 

824  loads  of  clinker  were  tipped  in  Cawley  Quarry  and  384 
loads  in  New  North  Boad  Tip. 

The  dust  bins  are  emptied  weekly  and  the  ashpits,  approxi- 
mately, monthly. 

Two  Morris  30  cwt.  wagons  are  employed  full  time  in  the 
Scavenging  Department. 

The  furnaces  of  the  destructor  continue  to  be  worked  to 
their  full  capacity,  and  are  closed  down  only  for  necessary  repairs 
and  flue  cleaning.  During  such  time  the  refuse  is  taken  to  a 
controlled  tip  on  Dewsbury  Moor  belonging  to  the  Dewsbury 
Corporation.  87  loads  have  been  disposed  of  in  this  way  at  a 
cost  of  3/6  per  ton.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  a suitable  site 
for  tipping  cannot  be  obtained  within  the  Urban  District,  as  a 
great  saving  in  the  cost  of  scavenging  could  be  effected  in  this 
way.”

(hr)  Smoke  Abatement.  Notwithstanding  the  depression  in 
trade,  smoke  from  mill  chimneys  has  occasionally  been  the  cause 
of  serious  nuisance  by  pollution  of  the  atmosphere.  The  Sani- 
tary Inspector  is  of  opinion  there  is  some  improvement  following 
his  interviews  with  owners  and  stokers.

During  1933  the  number  of  new  houses  built  in  Heckmond- 
wike,  by  private  enterprise,  was  42.  With  one  exception,  all 
of  them  may  be  classified  as  suitable  for  occupation  by  the 
working  classes.  This  term  is  open  to  discussion,  but  is  used 
in  this  report  in  the  sense  generally  intended  in  the  various 
Acts  in  connection  with  housing.  Whilst  it  is  not  practicable 
to  give  figures,  it  can  be  definitely  stated  that  a large  number 
of  houses  in  Heckmondwike  have  been  purchased  by  occupants 
who  are  of  the  artisan  class,  through  the  assistance  of  Building 
Societies,  during  the  year. 

Between  January  1st  and  December  31st,  1933,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  represented  to  the  Council,  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  Section  19  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  that  36 
dwelling-houses  were  unfit  for  human  habitation.  The  Council 
thereupon  made  18  Demolition  Orders,  and  the  remainder  were 
the  subject  of  negotiation  between  the  Council  and  the  Owners 
at  the  year  end. 

The  table  which  follows  gives  particulars  respecting  unfit 
dwelling-houses,  and  the  action  taken  by  the  Council  since  the 
passing  of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc.,  Act,  1909,  and 
its  successors,  and  gives  the  position  at  December  31st,  1933. 

At  a Meeting  of  the  Council,  held  in  the  Council  Ptoom  on 
Monday,  25th  of  September,  1933,  the  following  Besolution 
was  passed: — 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary  Inspector 
reported  on  their  Housing  Survey  of  the  Council’s  District,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  and 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  1331,  dated  6th  April,  1933, 
when  it  was  resolved — 

1.  That  the  objects  of  the  Act  can  better  be  achieved 
within  this  Council’s  District  by  procedure  by  way  of  individual 
demolition  orders,  as  distinct  from  improvement  or  clearance 
areas. 

2.  That  the  Council’s  programme  for  the  demolition  of  unfit 
houses  and  the  erection  of  new  houses  be  as  follows: —

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Ice  Cream  Premises.  Six  are  registered  for  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  ice  cream,  four  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  only,  and 
nine  persons  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  by  barrow. 
No  action  during  1933  was  necessary. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  Meat 
and  Markets  Inspector.  He  reports  monthly  to  the  Sanitary 
Committee  upon  his  work  as  Meat  Inspector.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  has,  on  various  occasions  during  the  year, 
examined  carcases  and  organs  in  slaughter-houses  when  doubt

Offensive  Trades.  There  are  6 premises,  three  of  which  are 
devoted  to  tripe  boiling,  fat  melting  and  bone  boiling,  and  one 
each  to  gut-scraping,  fellmongering  and  tanning  and  leather 
dressing.  They  are  kept  in  reasonable  condition  and  the  by-laws 
generally  observed. 

(c)  Adulteration,  etc.  The  Council  is  not  a Pood  and 
Drugs  Authority,  this  work  being  performed  in  Heckmondwike 
by  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 

(d)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food.  Up 

to  the  present,  no  laboratory  work  of  this  nature  has  been 
undertaken  directly  on  behalf  of  the  Council,  the  County  Council, 
as  previously  explained,  acting  in  the  Heckmondwike  area. 

(e)  Nutrition.  Bor  many  years  the  Medical  Officer  cf 
Health  has  advocated  the  teaching  of  elementary  hygiene  and 
the  principles  of  food  values  in  the  elementary  schools  by  such 
persons  as  are  qualified  to  give  the  instruction.  Much  of  the 
ill-health  in  this  country  is  undoubtedly  due  to  errors  in  diet. 
It  may  be  too  late  to  persuade  adults  to  change  their  methods, 
but  if  the  children  received  this  instruction  as  part  of  the  school 
routine  they  would  practise  it  in  later  years  with  great  benefit  to 
themselves  and  the  nation. 

This  knowledge  is  at  present  being  diffused  by  Sister  Shorter 
and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre. 
The  above  is  extracted  from  last  year’s  Annual  Report. 

Common  Lodging  Houses.  There  is  only  one,  situated  in 
Church  Street,  providing  accommodation  for  75  persons.  So  far 
as  such  establishments  are  judged,  this  may  be  said  to  be  well 
kept. 

Fried  Fish  Shops.  The  number  upon  the  register  is  19. 
Their  condition  is  fair. 

Bakehouses.  There  are  13  on  the  register.  The  Sanitary 

Inspector  reports  no  action  has  been  called  for  during  1933. 
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Restaurants.  There  are  three.  No  complaints  have  been 
received.

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The  preceding  table,  as  explained  in  previous  Annual 
Eeports,  is  not  strictly  accurate,  because  it  is  not  possible  to 
obtain  information  from  the  Joint  Hospital  where  cases  which 
have  been  notified  as  suffering  from  any  notifiable  infectious 
disease  have  later  been  found  not  to  be  so  suffering  and  the 
original  diagnosis  revised. 

The  following  remarks  by  Dr.  Hammerton,  Medical 
Superintendent  of  the  Dewsbury  Joint  Hospital,  in  his  Annual 
Report  for  1933,  taken  from  the  local  Press,  explain  what  is 
meant : — 

During  the  year  many  patients  were  admitted  as 
Scarlet  Fever  cases  who  were  not  suffering  from  that 

disease All  sorts  of  cases  are  sent  in  as 

Scarlet  Fever,  such  as  Measles  (17  cases)  Chicken  Pox 
(27  cases),  Broncho  Pneumonia  (1  case).” 

Scarlet  Fever  caused  considerable  work  during  the  year,  not 
only  in  Heckmondwike,  but  throughout  the  country  generally. 
The  type  was  mild  and  many  of  the  patients  shewed  little  signs 
of  illness,  although  not  invariably.  Undoubtedly,  many  children 
caught  the  disease,  which  was  not  recognised,  no  doctor  being 
called  in,  and  thus  were  sources  of  infection  to  others.  Con- 
tinuous watch  was  kept  in  the  schools  and  several  scholars  were 
detected  to  be  infected  when  examinations  were  made  by  Sister 
Shorter,  the  School  Nurse,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  or  both. 

Smallpox.  No  case  occurred  in  Heckmondwike  during  1933, 
but  a death  from  Confluent  Smallpox  took  place  in  Batley 
General  Hospital.  In  consequence,  89  visits  were  made  to  six 
contacts,  who  resided  in  Heckmondwike. 

Diphtheria  caused  considerable  anxiety,  the  type  was 
severe,  four  deaths  occurred,  and  an  appreciable  number  of 
children,  after  discharge  from  hospital,  were  invalided  at  home 
for  lengthy  periods.  All  the  schools  were  affected,  and  many 
hours  spent  in  the  examination  of  suspected  scholars.  Six 
hundred  and  twelve  swabs  from  throats  and  noses  were  taken 
and  examined  for  the  diphtheria  bacillus,  and  the  usual  pro- 
cedure followed. 


In  the  case  of  St.  Patrick’s  R.C.  School,  which  is  attended 
bv  scholars  from  surrounding  areas,  including  those  from 
Heckmondwike,  a severe  epidemic  commenced  in  June.  It 
was  customary  for  milk  to  be  served  to  scholars  each  morning 
from  mugs,  and  on  investigation,  it  was  found  these  mugs  were 
not  sterilised  after  use,  but  simply  washed  up  in  the  ordinary 
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way.  They  were  all  collected,  and  put  through  the  steam 
steriliser,  and  the  teachers  were  urged  not  to  allow  their  further 
use.  In  consequence,  not  a single  case  of  diphtheria  was 
notified  in  connection  with  this  school  from  that  date. 

In  October,  1932,  the  Heckmondwike  Urban  District 
Council,  in  conjunction  with  the  West  Hiding  County  Council, 
commenced  to  provide  free  immunisation,  at  the  School  Clinic, 
of  all  children  whose  parents  were  desirous  of  taking  advantage 
of  the  scheme.  From  that  date  to  December  31st,  1933,  the 
total  attendances  at  the  clinic  were  1,335.  Each  scholar 
attended  on  three  occasions  at  intervals  of  a fortnight.  As  a 
result,  443  children  received  the  full  course  of  treatment.  There 
were  only  two  who  did  not  finish  the  course,  there  were  no 
reactions,  no  trouble  with  the  children,  and  the  parents  in 
every  instance  expressed  satisfaction. 

One  peculiar  fact  is  that  repeatedly  parents  have  remarked 
that  their  children  have  “ not  had  half  the  colds  they  used  to 
have  before  this  was  done.”  Two  of  the  children  were  infected 
with  diphtheria  later,  one  of  whom  had  had  the  treatment 
completed  five  months  and  the  other  seven  months.  There 
was  some  doubt  as  to  the  accuracy  of  the  diagnosis  in  both 
cases.  Altogether,  the  work  has  been  extremely  interesting 
and  successful.  It  still  continues. 

Enteric  Fever  was  never  notified,  this  disease  having  been 
absent  from  Heckmondwike  since  April,  1928.  This  is  worthy 
of  note,  and  an  index  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  town. 

Acute  Primary  and  Acute  Influenzal  Pneumonia  were  never 
notified.  The  regulations  are  not  strictly  observed  by 
practitioners,  hence  these  figures  are  misleading.  There  were 
deaths  from  Pneumonia  during  the  year,  and  obviously  there 
would  be  other  cases  which  were  not  fatal. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia.  A notification  of 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  was  received,  the  patient  being  an  inmate  of 
her  own  home,  and  attended  by  her  own  doctor.  Her 
temperature  was  above  normal  for  two  days  only. 

Influenza.  No  epidemic  visited  the  town  during  the  year. 
There  were  cases  termed  influenza  which  were  really  common 
colds.  We  know  little  about  this  disease  unfortunately,  its  actual 
cause  being  yet  unknown. 

No  (a)  primary  vaccinations  or  (b)  re-vaccinations  were 
performed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public 
Health  (Smallpox  Prevention)  Eegulations,  1917,  because  there 
were  no  cases  of  Smallpox, 
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Non-Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  become  known  to  the 

Medical  Officer  of  Health  principally  through  the  agency  of  Head 
Teachers  and  the  School  Attendance  Officer.  Such  cases  are 
visited  at  home  by  the  School  Nurse.  The  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  is  not  School  Medical  Officer.  Contacts  are  searched 
for  in  school  or  at  home  when  necessary.  Isolation  is  possible 
at  the  Dewsbury  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  in  the  case  of  Pneu- 
monia following  Measles.  The  number  of  non-notifiable  cases 
visited  in  their  homes  during  the  year  were:  Measles  (under  5 
years)  152,  Whooping  Cough  (under  5 years)  121,  Mumps  10, 
Miscellaneous  136. 


Anthrax  and  Rabies  locally  contracted  was  not  notified  during 
the  year. 

Epidemic  Jaundice,  Undulant  Fever,  or  Psittacosis  were 
unknown  and  Rheumatic  Fever  called  for  no  special  comment.
